waging ü militant struggle over 
the last 10 irmnths to renew its 
contract thal expirod Januory 3 of 
thjs year, 

The agreemenl — which ivitl 
novv be disenssrd al ranlwinchfile 
nUifkalien meetings — came as 
the UFW was preparing to set in 
motton a worldwide bnycoit of 
Coca Cola and ils pro-ducLS. 

in the 10 Enonths si nee the 
expiratiLïn of the contract. Coca 
Cola made scrious aUacks nn the 
UFW and the living standaids of 
the farm workers. There was a 
dn»p in the piece mie pay fbased 
on buckels of picked fruïtl, 
imreased discrimimitlon and 
favoridsm. outrighl chealing of 
workers and moves against tlu‘ 
unian binng buil sy$tem. The 
UFW says that important gaïns 
on all these issues were made in 
the new tentative three-yenr 
rnntrACt. 

Farm workers at Coca Cola are 
75 per cent Black, L8-2Ö per cent 
Mexicati and Chicano and Hve to 
six per cent White. The super- 
visory siaff is alnaost entirely 
IVhitc, and beUer-paying jobs are 
distributéd according to nation- 
ality.
